Baron Bussell of Killowen, Lord 
Chief Justice of England, was a great 
lawyer in the largest sense of the term 
and he was a man of great attainments 
outside of his profession. An Irishman 
by birth, lie inherited the wit of the 
Celt and joined to it the deliberative 
faculties of the Englishman. The com¬ 
bination made him almost irresistible 
at the bar and luminous on the bench. 
He was a worthy successor to the long 
line of illustrious jurists who have been 
chief justice of England. 

In 1790 the proportion which the 
population of the towns of 8,000 inhab- 
itants or over l>ore to the aggregate 
population of the United States was j 
3.35 per cent. By 1840 this proportion 
had Increased to 8.52 per cent. In 1870 
It was 20.93, and in 1890 it was 29.20. 

It will undoubtedly be considerably 
over 30 per cent in 1900, and probably 
It will be in the nelght>orhood of 33 
per cent, so that at present about a 
third of the aggregate population of 
the United States reside in towns of 
8,000 inhabitants or over. 

It is generally admited that meats 
which have been frozen and kept long 
lh cold storage are deficient in flavor. 
The Sanitary Record declares that af¬ 
ter a time frozen meat also loses some 
life-giving principle essential to its 
nourishing quality. Those who eat It 
for any great length of time develop 
disorders of the digestive organs, lose 
weight and suffer iff general health. 
The same evilR follow the continued use 
of canned fruits and vegetables, and 
even more surely the use of stale milk 
or eggs. Preservatives may arrest the 
grosser processes of decay, but they 
cannot avert this intangible deteriora¬ 
tion. 

Chicago manufacturers who own 
fifty-four thousaud acres of woodland 
In Missouri liuwp applied to the 1 »ivi¬ 
sion of Forestry of the Department of 
Agriculture for advice as to how to 
make the best use of it. It is desired to 
remove the merchantable timber and 
Increase the producing power of the 
forest, and the government foresters 
will provide a "working plan.” This, 

It is said, is the first attempt of an 
American manufacturing establish¬ 
ment to apply modern forestry meth¬ 
ods In raising timber for its own use; 
but it should not be the last attempt. 
The man with the ax. who chops down 
every tree that stands in his way, has ; 

If our for¬ 
ests are to be preserved, If they are to 
bo enlarged, private Individuals must 
unite to suppress him, and then co-op¬ 
erate cordially with the experts who 
work systematically.

It 
is generally safe to conclude that the 
many know more than any one individ¬ 
ual, and are more likely to be right 
! than even the wisest of the whole num- 
\ her. On this account it has become a 
1 proverb, ’The voice of the people is the 
| voice of God.” This is, indeed, not an 
axiom, for tlie people may err and have 
erred, while the voice of God is always 
right. Nevertheless, the public voice is 
with most of us, and properly, a second- , 
ary conscience.—New York Observer. 

PERILS OF OUR NAVAL VESSELS. 

Kightine Skips Encounter Other Dan¬ 
gers than an Enemy’s Guns. 

“The happy escape of the pride of the 
navy, the Oregon, from becoming a 
wreck upon the rocks In Chinese wa¬ 
ters,” said a captain in the marine 
corps, “suggests to me a point which, 
while ever present in the minds of na¬ 
val and marine corps officers, ls apt to 
lie lost sight of by others, especially at | 
the capitol when the naval bill ls In 1 
committee for consideration, 

“I have often heard Congressmen say 1 
at this time, ‘Well, we have so many j 
battleships and this many cruisers,’ j 
etc., in derogation of an argument for 
an Increase of ships, Implying that the j 
full complement of the navy may be ' 
made available at all times, and espe- ' 
daily in the time of war or at the ap- | 
parent approach of war, for the pur¬ 
pose of a demonstration. 

"This ls not true. In times of pro¬ 
found peace, If all of the vessels are 
tied up In the different navy yards, they j 
may be thus numerically considered. ' 
Once they are in commission and on j 
tlie high seas, especially in strange wa -1 
ters, an entirely new condition, and one , 
of more or less danger to the ship Itself j 
ls immediately presented. 

"Since the civil war the United States 
has lost a number of Its fine ships by 
means other than the fire from the guns 
of un enemy. The latest of these losses 
is the splendid cruiser Charleston, sunk 
in a collision on a rock in Philippine 
waters, wiped off the naval roster in a 
single night, and tlie ill-fated Maine, | 
sunk In the Bay of Havana, is the most 
prominent 

“The famous cruiser Kearsarge went ! 
to pieces on Roncador reef, off the ' 
coast of Yucatan. In the hurricane at 
Apia, in Samoan waters, the navy lost 
three vessels—the Trenton, Vandalia 
and Nlpslc. The present generation has 1 
almost forgotten the terrible wreck of 
the Huron off Cape llatteras, In which 
Commander Lucien Young so valiantly 
distinguished himself and wou a mer¬ 
ited promotion of thirty numbers for 
his bravery. 

“A tidal wave off the coast of Chill, 
near Valparaiso, swept another Ameri¬ 
can ship of war, the Wateree, I think, 
high and dry ou tlie shore, where, at 
last accounts, she was doing iguomi- J 
uious service ns a hotel. 

“The serious accidents which befell ; 
the Texas on several occasions, and the , 
ripping open of the bottom of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts in tlie channel of the East 
River, off Governor’s Island, In the bar- ; 
bor of New York, are too recent occur- i 
rences to need more than mention, but 
they serve well to Illustrate tlie point 1 
I am making that in all navies an al¬ 
lowance must be made in the full com¬ 
plement of vessels for destruction by j 
wrecking and collisions. 

“Foreign navies also lost a number 
of ships In this manner, tlie most nota¬ 
ble in recent years being the unfortun¬ 
ate collision iu the Mediterranean dur¬ 
ing the maneuvers of the British fleet.” 
—Washington Star.’

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Poultry as a Farm Product. 

Tlie belief seems to prevail generally 

■ that tlie rearing and feeding of poultry 
is not really a special farm industry, 

j but that it is one of the by-ways as 
1 may be said, to gather in odds and ends 
| of profit by using up some wastes of 
J tlie farm that would otherwise be lost. 
We have at times mentioned some facts 
i which go to show that expensive poul¬ 
try keeping may be made greatly more 
pioiitable than some other branches of 
farm work and that the demand for 
J I his kind of farm produce is increasing 
-11 rapidly and continuously that there 
;> no risk tiiat it may be easily over¬ 
done. 

Let us make a comparison. A cow 
is worth as much as thirty hens any¬ 
where. It needs an average of five 
in i s of land to support a cow, and two 
i i. suer the most intensive system of 
i soiling and tlie silo, it requires the 
j Line of one person to attend to ten 

■ cows as it should be done. Thirty hens 
, may be kept on one-fourth of an acre 
| of land with ease, and one oue-fourtli 
| as much food as a cow must have, and 

one person can attend to 300 hens with 
I ease. Suppose we then take this com¬ 
parison, thirty liens equal one cow as 
j to cost; tlitu how is the income iu com¬ 
parison? Tlie figures given by a noted 
i creamery as to a herd of fourteen cows 
i kept by the leading patron show that 
| the average income, over aud above 
i cost of feeding of these cows, was 
I $18,07. In truth the actual average of 
all tlie cows existing is estimated at 
about half as much as this, and thus 
uot more than the average net Income 
from four average hens making $2.50 
each. This fact should go far to raise 
tins useful farm animal In the esti¬ 
mation of those persons who are seek¬ 
ing profit-making from rural pursuits. 
And if there were no other items to go 
(o the credit of the industrious and tire¬ 
less hen, this one should be sufficient 
to give her prominence as one of the 
means of making rural life and Indus¬ 
try profitable, and indeed alluring. 

The business of rearing poultry ls 
simple and already well understood, en¬ 
tailing no excessive labor, but simply 
calling for attention at Intervals 
through the day. The work required, 
of course, Is precise, aud needs atten¬ 
tion, but It is in no sense laborious and 
ls not without attractive conditions. 
The result of certain Investigations ls 
shown In tlie accompanying Illustra¬ 
tion which represents a hen, a 
bushel of corn she consumes in the 
year, or the equivalent of the mixed 
rations required and the peck basket of 
eggs numbering 160 or the average 
yield per hen of a fairly good flock, but 




much work lu ten hours as the four 
teen-hour men, and our horses don’ 
come in all fagged out either.

Under the Barn Floor. 

! When we were young It was found 
that the planks in the stable floor were 
io damaged that It was desirable to 
take them up and replace them. They 
aad probably uot been taken up for 
many yeurs, and the amount of fertil- 
Jting material that was dug out there 
! uid thrown into the barnyard was a 
revelation to us. We think we dug at 
east four feet deep, and doubt If we 
jot the whole of the valuable material, 
ind perhaps much less than half of it 
Certainly It was well saturated or had 
aeen with the liquids from the stables, 
and It was richer than the ordinary 
oaruyard manure, as we found when 
we put it on the land, or when the 
-'rops grew upon which we put it The 
bole we made was filled up with dry 
sand, and if It has not been cleaned out 
since we would warrant that there are 
several loads of good fertilizer there 
now. This taught us to appreciate the 
i value of a barn cellar in which the ma¬ 
nure, both liquid and solid, could be 
saved, and although we uow would not 
keep cows in a stable with a cellar un¬ 
der It, or at least would never plan to 
liave manure cellar under the cows, we 
still think that a large share of the'fer- 
tilizing value of the manure Is lost 
when there is not some arrangement 
for saving the liquid as well as the 
, solid. And for this we would have a 
cement floor, with a movable plank 
floor over it. We would not have the 
fumes of the manure coming up 
through the floor into tlie room where 
we had to do the milking.—American 
Cultivator.

Gross for 1’ios. 

Notwithstanding the anatomy of the 
pig would seem to dispute tlie proposi¬ 
tion, grass is necessary to its besi de¬ 
velopment, says Texas Farm atJ 
Ranch. The small stomach would seem 
to indicate a grain ration or concen¬ 
trated foed of some sort, and so i4 does. 
Hogs are wanted to consume a large 
amount of feed, converting it into 
pork. Therefore the first tiling re¬ 
quired ls to enlarge his capacity to eat, 
or. In other words, to enlarge his stom¬ 
ach. Grass, being bulky in proportion 
to Its nutritious qualities, is the very 
thing aud Involves the only known 
method of enlarging the stomach. At 
the same time it furnishes the protein 
needed to develop flesh, muscle and 
bone. Then when we have a large 
frame built up with enlarged jligestive 
capacity it is an ensy matter to put on 
the fat with corn or other carbohydrate 
feeds. 

Orchard Illiialit. 

We notice in the Western papers 
there ls much complaint of blight 
among the fruit trees. For several 
years they have noticed it among the 
pear and quince trees, but not until 
this year has It done much damage to 
apple trees. The sultry weather has 
been just what was needed for rapid 
growth of the spores, and when fre¬ 
quent thunder showers prevail it seems 
to spread more rapidly. Every dis¬ 
eased branch contains millions of these 
germs, and insects transmit them from 
one tree to another. They are most apt 
to affect young and tender brandies of 
rapidly growing trees. We know of no 
efficient remedy excepting to cut off 
and burn every affected limb, and cut 
at some distance below the apparent 
disease, as It spreads downward by 
means of the sap. No spray has yet 
been discovered which checks Its 
progress.—American Cultivator. 

The Pea Lome. 

We advise those who hare grown 
peas and lost their crop this year by 
reason of the pea louse on the vines not 
to become discouraged and cease plant¬ 
ing them. Unless they differ very much 
from other plant lice, a year that sees 
them most abundant may be followed 
by many years before they are trouble¬ 
some again. To cease planting peas 
wll not exterminate them, as they livs 
also upon clover and other plants. If 
they make the pea crop less profitable a 
few years, enough may stop planting 
peas to make them a good crop for 
those who have them with no lice on 
them.—American Cultivator. 

Handling Apple*. 

The time seems to be at hand when 
cold storage must come In general use 
for all late varieties, as the fruit comes 
out so much brighter. Apples keep 
better when barreled tight as soon as 
picked. And here in New Jersey ws 
are In the habit of gathering too late 
for best results. Dr. Hoskins’ rule that 
when the seeds color Is the proper time 
to store may in the near future be 
adopted by all apple growers, says a 
New Jersey orehardist. 

Smoking the Parrel. 

Did any reader ever try smoking the 
barrel Instead of the meat? It an¬ 
swers Just as well and is much quicker 
done. Dig a hole in the ground, turn 
your barrel over it for a couple of da.ts 
and in a short time it will have ike de¬ 
sired smoky taste. Must be dry salted 
or put la brine.—St. Louis Globe-Deu*'j*-

The thought of founding an associa¬ 
tion that would preserve the friend¬ 
ships and memories of their common 
trials and dangers among the men who 
fought for the Union during the Civil 
War was conceived by the Rev. Will¬ 
iam J. Rutledge, of Petersburg, Ill., 
who, during the war, was chaplain of 
the Fourteenth Illinois Infantry. Chap¬ 
lain Rutledge was the tentmate and 
intimate friend of Dr. B. F. Stephenson 
after the latter Joiued the Fourteenth 
Regiment iu 1SG2. To him he suggest¬ 
ed his idea, and they agreed to work to¬ 
gether for the purpose of organizing 
such an association after the close of 
the war. 

After peace had been restored both 
were mustered out and returned to 
their hSraes. They kept up a lively cor¬ 
respondence, however, and in March, 
180(5, met, by appointment, in Spring- 
field, Ill., to consider the draft of a rit¬ 
ual for tlie organization which they in¬ 
tended to found. Dr. Stephenson had 
prepared such a draft and consulted 
many former officers of the Union army 
in reference to it, among them Col. John 
M. Snyder, Governor Oglesby’s secre¬ 
tary; Dr. James Hamilton. Maj. Rob¬ 
ert M. Woods, Maj. Robert Allen, Col. 
Marlin Flood, Col. Daniel Class, Col. 
Edward Prince, and many others. 

The ritual was finally adopted and 
printed iu the ollice of the Decatur. Ill., 
Tribune, which was owned by I. W. 
Collrin and Joseph Pryor. Both men, 
as well as nearly all their employes, 
had been iu the military service during 
the war. They were all pledged to the 
utmost secrecy. Capt. John s. Phelps 
superintended the printing of the rit¬ 
ual. 

Maj. B. F. Stephenson was the mov¬ 
ing spirit of the movement, and de¬ 
voted himself to his task with great 
energy and enthusiasm. His friends 
succeeded in interesting many other 
officers and men of the Union army on 
behalf of the proposed organization, 
and it was finally formed in Springfield 
In March, 1800. 

The first post was founded In De¬ 
catur, Ill., through the efforts of Dr. 


J. W. Houth and Capt M. F. Kanan, of 
that city. It wa* organized by Major 
Stephenson and Captain Phelpa on 
April 0, 1860. The officer* were mus¬ 
tered in by Major Stephenson, who 
then declared the post duly organlaad 
and ready for the transaction of any 
and all business that might come be¬ 
fore it. At the regular meeting on 
April 10, 1800, N. O. Burns, Henry Gor¬ 
man, N. E. Wlnholtz, W, H. Andrews 
anil W. H. B. Rowe were mustered In 
as new members of the posh 

Iu the meantime Major Stephenson 
anil his comrades worked hard to per¬ 
fect the constitution, which was finally 
accepted at a meeting in Springfield, 
May 0, 1S00. It was printed in Spring- 
field. and copies were sent to the Deca¬ 
tur Post No. 1 on May 15, followed 
shortly after by copies of the revised 
ritual. According to the constitution 
the name of the national organization 
was to be “The Grand Army of the Re¬ 
public," and precinct, county and State 
organizations were provided for. Prior 
to tiie formal Institution of Post No. 2 
at Springfield a departmental staff had 
been agreed upon to prosecute the work 
of organizing posts. 

The first State convention or encamp¬ 
ment to form the Department of I11B 
nois was held at Springfield, IU, on 
July 12, 18(i(5. At that time there were 
already thirty-nine Grand Army posts 
in the State of Illinois that had re¬ 
ceived their charters. The call for the 
convention was signed by many of the 
most prominent former army officers In 
the State. The convention was called 


to order by Major Stephenson and Col 
Walter B. Scates, of Chicago, was elect 
ed president. The Department of Ill! 
nois was formally organized. 

The first national encampment, li 
which the national organization of th< 
Grand Army of the Republic was per 
fected, was held at Indianapolis. Ind. 
on Nov. 20, I860. It was called to otdei 
by Commander-In-Chief B. F. Stephen¬ 
son, and Gen. John M. Palmer wn 
elected permanent president of th« 
convention. The war Governor of In 
dlana, Oliver P. Morton, attended tht 
encampment and was received wlU 
great enthusiasm. 

The second national encampment ol 
the Grand Army did not take place un¬ 
til Jan. 10-17, 1808, and was held at 
Philadelphia. John A. Logan, of Illi¬ 
nois, waa elected conmiander-ln-chlef 
He waa re-elected at the following twe 
national encampments at Cincinnati and 
Washington, D. C. The fifth national 
encampment was held at Boston and 
elected A. E. Burnside conunander-ln- 
chief. 

During the first years of Its exist¬ 
ence the growth of the Grand Army of j 
the Republic waa comparatively slow, 
and not until the latter part of the "TO* 
did Its marvelous growth really begin. 
In 1878 the Grand Army comprised but 
81,016 members, while at the present 
time It comprises 7,184 posts, with 286,- 
453 members. The greatest number of 
members was reached In 1880, when 
the national organization comprised 
409,480 members In good standing. 
After this it is expected that the num¬ 
ber will stendlly decrease, owing to th« 
mortality among the veterans.

Some who sew dur¬ 
ing the day spend an hour or two In the 
later afternoon and enrly evening sell¬ 
ing papers, because they need the recre¬ 
ation and air, besides they make a lit¬ 
tle money out of It, which la a great 
help to them In meeting expenses. 

There are a few newspaper sellers 
who fetch a child with them to the 
street, which serves as a manufacturer 
of sympathy. The child may belong to 
die woman who has It, and It may be 
borrowed for the occasion. The latter 
oecomcs a pretty self-evident fact when 
the child does not always put In Its 

■pearance, and especially so when the 
child bears no likeness of the woman 
ami they act one toward the other as If 
there was no bond of relationship exist¬ 
ing between them. The child’s part In 
the play for sympathy and trad# la a 
conspicuous one. If It Is not too large 
't is carried in the woman’s arms while 
'he stands and on her lap while she 
sits, but iu any event It Is kept well 
to the foreground as a childish appeal 
for patronage.

BIRD8 THAT DO NOT SINQ. 


They Far Oatnniuber the Musicians of 
ths Feathered Family. 

Binging la applied to birds In the same 
sense that it Is to human beings—the 
utterance of musical notes. Every per¬ 
son makes vocal sounds of some kind, 
but many persons never attempt to 
sing. So It is with birds. The eagle 
screams, the owl hoots, the wild goose 
honks, the crow caws, but none of these 
discordant sounds can be called sing¬ 
ing. 

With the poet, the singing of birds 
means merry, light-hearted joyoosnesm, 
and most of ns are poetic enough to 
view it In the same way. Birds slug 
most la tbs spring and the early sum- j 
mer, those happiest seasons of the year, 
while employed la nest-bullding and In 
rearing their young. Many of our most I 
musical singers are *<Wnt all ths rest 


of the year; at least they ntter only loi 
chirpings. It Is natural, therefore, tha 
lovers of birds should regard their sing 
Ing as purely an expression of Joy ii 
the returning spring, and In their happ; 
occupations. 

Outside of what are properly classes 
aa song birds there are many speclei 
that never pretend to sing; lu fact, thes< 
far outnumber the musicians. They In 
dude the water birds of every kind, botl 
swimmers and waders, all ths birds o: 
prey, eagles, hawks, owls and vultures 
and all the gallinaceous tribes, compris 
lng pheasants, partridges, turkeys ant 
chickens. The gobble of the tnrkej 
cock, the defiant crow of the "bob 
white,” are none of them trne singing 
yet It Is quite probable that all of them 
sounds are uttered with precisely stall 
lar motives to those that Inspire tht 
sweet warbling of the song-sparrow 
the clear whistle of the robins or tbi 
thrilling music of the wood-thrush. 

But naturalists have set apart a verj 
large group as song birds, and even 
among these there are many speclei 
that never sing at all. Birds are group 
ed according to their anatomical chan 
acterlstics, the structure of their bones, 
bills, feet and wings. And thus w< 
have the sougless song birds, looking al 
the matter from the standpoint of th« 
classifying naturalist, — Philadelphia 
Tim-a.

Tired Metals. 

It Is a fact of comparatively recent 
discovery In chemical metallurgy that 
metals lose their vitality from repeti¬ 
tions of shocks and strains nnd may be 
said, as the expression is. to suffer 
from fatigue—that is. they may be 
worked till their molecules fail to hold 
together. 

As is familiarly known, bars of tin, 
rods of brass and wires of any metal 
will separate owing to fatigue if bent 
backward and forward continuously. 
But by careful experiments, however, 
the fact Is made to appear that a rem¬ 
edy exists for this condition of metals 
If the overstrain does not border on 
rupture, and this remedy Is very much 
like that which Is applied In the case 
of an overworked huuiun frame— 
namely, rest. 

Feather edged tools recover their vi¬ 
tality better than any other. Of course 
the length of time required for this rest 
varies with different metals and the 
amount of strain to which they have 
been subjected. 

Hard metals, such as iron and steel, 
use up one and two years’ time in the 
process. On the other hand, soft met¬ 
als, like lead, retain their cohesive 
force longer nnd also require less rest 
—Pearson’s Weekly.

HANDY STORE APPARATUS. 

Hag-FilllnK Appliance Which Will Be 
a Boon to Grocery Clerks. 

Every storekeeper knows It Is an 
awkward task to hold a paper bng in 
an upright position while It Is being 
filled through the funnel, nnd without 
the use of the funnel the contents are 
likely to be spilled on the counter. To 
provide a handy support for the funnel 
and allow lsith hands to be used In the 
work, William S. Mallard of Darien, 
Oa., has patented the device hers 
shown. It Is Intended to be fixed per¬ 
manently to the counter by means of 
screws inserted in the base, the verti¬ 



cal rod being screwed into the base. 
The body of the standard has a series 
or horizontally disposed annular seats 
or depressions, made cone-shaped, with 
the base or widened portion at the top. 
A number of shelves or holders are 
provided to be slipped on to the stand¬ 
ard, and the tilting downward of a 
shelf causes It to seat Itself firmly on 
any of the shoulders. When In use 
for filling a bag the scale is brought 
close to the holder and the funnel sup¬ 
port Is raised to the right height to 
clear the bag, the latter being of any 
desired size. The shelf on the oppo¬ 
site side Is used to bold the scoop 
while the sack is being tied. The do 
vice is also provided with a circular 
funnel holder for filling bottles.

DECLINED A CROWN. 


MANY HAVE DONE SO SINCE JU¬ 
LIUS CAESAR’S TIME. 


Some of the Person* Who Have Re¬ 
fused to Become Kings—Throne of 
Greece Went Bngglng for Some Time 
—Similar Experience in Koumania. 


It Is do mean distinction to have re¬ 
fused a crown. There is probably not 
one man In a million who would decline 
a kingdom If it were offered him. In 
■plte of the restless nights and fearful 
days that are commonly supposed to be 
tbe lot of a King. Even Cromwell is 
said to have refused the crown of En¬ 
gland more from fear of others than 
frum any other motive. 

But there have been many men since 
Cromwell who have refused to wear a 
monarch’s crown. Thirty-five years 
ago, when the throne of Greece was 
Vucant, more than one great English 
statesman might have ruled over the 
destinies of that classic country, l>i: 
the difficulties in the way were form, 
able. Mr. Gladstone's name was free., 
mentioned in connection with the 
crown of Greece, though, as Mr* Glad¬ 
stone was a member of the government 
at the time, the proposal never took 
definite shape. 

The late Lord Derby, however, who 
had strong sympathies with Greece, 
was offered the crown and refused It, 
throwing away £50,000 a year and a 
kingdom. It was not the first time a 
man had declined to sit on the throne 
of Greeve^-Prinee Leopold, the father 
of the jjreseut King of the Belgians, 
having refused the crown when Greece 
was declared a kingdom, in 1830. Prince 
Leopold’s reason for refusing the crown 
was that the boundaries of the country 
were insufficient, the exclusion of Crete 
especially influencing his decision. 

One of Queen Victoria’s sons, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, has also been of¬ 
fered the Grecian crown. He was ap¬ 
pealed to in the ’00s, at the time Lord 
Derby declined the crown, but was 
compelled to refuse the office, owing to 
the attitude of the powers, who strong¬ 
ly declared their opposition to Prince 
Alfred being crowned King of the 
Greeks. The throne was then offered 
to the present King, on whose behalf 
It was accepted by his father, the King 
of Denmark. 

The crown of Austria-Hungary was 
refused In the middle of the century by 
the Archduke Franz Karl, the father 
of the present Emperor. King Ferdi¬ 
nand I. abdicated in December, 1848, 
the throne then descending la tbe or¬ 
dinary course to Archduke Frans KarL 
The Archduke, however, declined the 
crown, which he handed over to his 
son, who still wears It. 

Another crown which has been more 
than once refused Is the crown of Bou¬ 
rn a nla. When Roumanla was declared 
a kingdom It was settled that tbe 
throne should descend to Prince Leo¬ 
pold, the eldest brother of the then 
reigning king. The Prince, Itowerer, 
voluntarily yielded his rights to the 
crown In favor of his son, Prince Wil¬ 
helm, the renunciation being registered 
in the Senate In October, 1880. Prince 
Wilhelm remained heir apparent for 
eight years, but toward the end of 1888 
he formally refused to accept the 
crown, and his brother became heir ap¬ 
parent, being now Prince of Roumanla. 
The Prince has since married Princess 
jdarie, a granddaughter of Queeo Vic¬ 
toria. 

, Not many years ago a nephew of the 
great Napoleon died in exile, after re¬ 
fusing a crown. Prince Napoleon, nick¬ 
named “Plon-Plon,” son of a brother 
of Napoleon Bonaparte, was Invited to 
sit on the throne of Roumanla as the 
first King of that country, but he de¬ 
clined the offer, believing at the time 
that he might ascend the throne of 
France. So the bird In the hand flew 
.away, and the bird in the bush was 
never caught. The man who had 
hoped to be crowned King of France 
died out of that country In solitary ex¬ 
ile. He had sacrificed one crown In the 

ipe of reeclvlng another, and lost 

itb. 

Early In the present century Ferdi¬ 
nand VII. renounced the crown of 
Spain In favor of his father, Who again 
refused it In favor of Napoleon. The 
great conqueror had to face a nation 
In arms, however, and never took the 
throne. 

The story of Lord Beaconsfleld’s gold¬ 
en crown provides us with another in¬ 
stance, though there was no throne 
with this sitrange crown. The man In 
whose brain the idea of crowning Lord 
Beacousfleld originated Is now dead, 
but as long as he lived he never recov¬ 
ered from the blow of Lord Beacons¬ 
fleld’s refusal of this tribute. Tracy 
Turnerelll received subscriptions from 
50,000 people toward his gold laurel 
wreath, but In June, 1879, when he for¬ 
mally offered the crown to his Idol, It 
was refused.—Philadelphia Times.

be heard high above the roar of tbs' 

traffic and the thousand noises of a big 
city. You can whisper a sentence into 


the machine's small funnel-shaped 
mouthpiece and It will repeat it In tone* 
that are more deafening than the 
shrieks of a liner's steam siren. Yet 
every word is perfectly articulated, and 
a shorthand writer ten miles away can 


take down the message as easily as 11 
you were dictating to him in a small 
room. 

In appearancs the machine is merely 
an ordinary phonograph, with a large 
trumpet measuring four feet in length. 
Inside this trumpet there is a small and 
delicate piece of mechanism that looks 
something like a whistle. This Is tbs 
tongue of the machine. 

Instead of the “records” being taken 
on wax in the usual manner a sapphire 
needle Is made, to cut the dots repre¬ 
senting the sound vibrations on a silver 
cylinder, and when the needle travel* 
over the metal a second time the vibra¬ 
tions cause the whistle to produce a 
series of ah* waves, and the machine 
thus becomes a talking siren which 
: ransforms the human voice Into 
Icafenlng roar. 

The experiments were made near i 
Devil’s dyke, Brighton, where the in 
ventor had his workshops. The instru¬ 
ment was placed on the roof of the la¬ 
boratory and was made to repeat a 
number of sentences. At a distance ol 
ten miles-the sounds were plainly heard 
by a large number of people, every 
word being perfectly distinct, and at a 
second trial with a favorable wind 11 
was found that an unknown message 
oonld be taken down in shorthand at a 
distance of twelve miles. Over the wa¬ 
ter the sounds will carry still further 
and under favorable circumstance* 
they might easily be heard by person* 
on a vessel fifteen miles out at sea.

There Is also a class of petty 
criminals by whom a chance to board a 
few months at tbe State’s expense la 
looked upon as a privilege, but to whom 
a few laabea at the whipping post la 
looked upon with horror, not so much 
because of the Ignominy of the punish¬ 
ment aa because of the physical pain 
which la inflicted. Cruelty Is prevented 
by a provision which forbids the ad¬ 
ministration of more than sixty lashes 
or tbe confinement of a prisoner for 
more than one hour In the pillory.

I have tried several differ¬ 
ent ways and am always successful 
when I use sulphur and lemon juice. I 
squeeze the juice out of a lemon into a 
saucer, add enough flowers of sulphur 
to make n thin paste and apply with a 
tooth brush. It is best to clean only u 
small place at a time. Rub the sulphur 
paste weU Into the straw with the 
brush, then wipe It off with a clean 
cloth. After the whole hat is cleaned, 
let It lie In the sun on a paper for fifteen 
or twenty minutes to bleach. If not 
bleached enough In that time, let It re¬ 
main in the sun longer. Care must be 
taken to not skip any of the surface 
and thus leave a dirty spot—Mrs. H. K. 
Shirk.

When we were about 200 yards off the 
: bearcoote struck his prey. The bear¬ 
coote had struck one talon into his 
neck, the other into his back, and with 
his beak was tearing into the animal’s 
; liver.—Forest aud Stream.
